how they ſhould prouidefortheirſonnes; and howe all the 
world after ſhould le by labourand trayell, tilltheyreturn 
toduſt; ſo the olde manwhome age diſpenceth withallto 
takehiscaſe , is more willing to prouide farthe wantes of 
his children, chenthey are ich are boutid-ro labour for | 
-themſelues and thcir parenstoo , asthe Storke doeth feede 
the dam when ſhee is olde, becauſethedamfed herwhen, | 
ſhe was young.. What aſhameis thisto Shemand Japheth, | 
thatis,to vs which arc young and firong.., that the Father 
ſhould becalled alaborer when rhe ſonnes ſtandby,? Now, 
the ground was barren becauſe of the floud, andcould nog 
bring foorth fruite ofir.ſelfe, becauſe of the curſle: therefore 
it pitied Noah toſce the defolation andbarrennes, & ſlime 
yponthe face ofthe earth, which-hee.had ſcene ſa glorious TY 
and {weet,and fertil, with all maner ofherbs and fruics, and | 


flowers before. Therefore hee ſetteth hinuſelfe romanure it, 
which waited for nothing now , but apainefull labourer ta 
till and drefle ie, that it might bring forth delights and profits 
for ſinful man,as4 did before, By this we may'/learne to vie 
all means forthe obtaining of Gods bleſſings, & not tolafe 
any thing which we might hauc or-ſaue for wantof paines, 
for that is ſin. As Salomon noteth in the 24:of Pro, when he

foorth Nettles and Thiſtles in ſieade of grapes, notbecauſe 
the grounde wyulde nor beare Grapes , but becauſe the 
fourhfullman woulde not ferthem . Shall God commaund 
the earthandallhiscreatures to iticreaſe for ys, and ſhall not 
we furthertheir increaſe for our ſelues ? as wee increaſe and 
' multiplie ourſeliies, fo wee ate bounde to ioyne hande and 
helpe, that all creatures may increaſe and multiplic too, or 
elſe the Fathers ſhoulde cate the childrens portion, and in 
time there ſhould bee nothing left for them that come after; 
this regard Noah ſeemeth to haue ynto his poſteritie, and 


therefore h e gaue hunſelfe ynto husbandrie , which is coms 


mended in hmm yntothis ay, and ſhall bee recorded ofhim 
ſo long as this booke is read; whereby wee are warned,that 
he which livechonlyto himſelfc,is not co bee remembred of 
them which liue after - But as Dauid cated howe the realme 
ſhould be gouerned after his death, aſwell as he did during 
hislife : ſo oy wee die atd- depart this worlde, yer wee 
- ſhould leauethat example, ot thoſe bookes,or choſe workes, 
behinde ys , which may profit the Church and Commons 
wealthe when wee-are deadandburied, as much as wee did 
when we lived amohg them , Euen as Noahplanted a yines 
yard,not for himfelfe, Hurfor the ages to commeaſter, | 
Some" do'thinke that Noah plantedrhe firlt yineyarde, 
and drunke' the firſt wine , 'and thar there was no vie of 
grapes before : which opinionthey are led ynto, that chey 
might excuſe Noah and mirtigate his faulce; if hee did ſup 
too deepe of that tup , the firength and operation whereof 
was not knowne' vnto himnor yato any man before, Bur 
it is notlike, that the excellent liquor and wholſome juice 
ofthe Grape did lie hid from the worlde ſo many hundreth 
yecres , and no doubrburthere were vines from the begin- 
ning , created with other trees:for how coulde Noah plant a 
_ vineyard, valeſſc he hadſlippes of other vincs or grapes that 
grew before, ſeeing he did nor create fruitesbut plant fruites 
as we docffor thisis principallic to bee noted, rhatſoſoone 
35 hee had oportunitie to doe good, hee omitted notime,but

preſently afterthefloud was gone, &that the earth began 


to dric,he plicdit with ſeedes,and wrought ittill he ſaw the 


fruits of hislabour, By this wee learne, to omit no occaſion 


todoe good, but whenſoeuer wee may doe good , tocount 
 irfinneif we do itnor, 
But if we be ſoexerciſed , then all our workes ſhall prof. 
per like the vineyard of Noah, becauſe thefruite of the vine 
dooth cheare the countenance and.gladthe heart ofman. 
Therefore ſome haue gathered yppon the planting of this 
vineyard,a ſignification of gladnesandthanketulnes in Ng- 
ah for his late deliverance, asthe Jewes by their folemne 


aftcs did celebrate the memoriall of ſome great benefite: 


but I rather Iudge,that God would haue ys ſee in this exam- 
ple,whatmen did inthoſedaies, and how wee are degene- 


rate from our parents, Mat we may prepare againſt the fire, 

as Noahpreparcd againſt the water. | 
Thisis werthy to bee noted to, that God did not fo re- 

gard his husbandrie,but that hee hadaneicco his drunken- 


nes,and ſpeakes ofhis fault as wel as his vertue; whereby we 


are warned, thatthough God bleſse vs now while wee re- 


member him, yethee will chaſten ys ſo ſoone as wee forget 


him thoughwe bein a good name nowe , infamie wil riſe 
inanhoure : though we be rich atthis preſent, pouerty may 
come lodainely : though we bee well while wee are lonk, 
yet we _y fall ficke beforenight, even as Voahis prayſed 


in one-verſe, and diſprailed in an other : even nowe God 


commends him for hislowlines, and nowe diſcommendes 
him for his drunkennefſe : as though hee had forgot all his 


righteouſnes ſo ſooneas hee finned,, and wouldecall inhis 
praiſe againe, | 
This wasto ſhewe that Noah was nor ſaued from the 
floud, becauſe hee deferuedto bee faued, but becauſc God 
had a fauour ynto him+ for he which was not drowned with 
water, was drowned after with wine. Asthe Pharifies when 


they haddone wel were proud ofit,andloſttheirteward:fo

arch, Though hee were neuer ſo righteous betore God and 
men,though he eſcaped the deſtruction, whichlighted yp- 
on all the world,though he had al the foules of the ayre and 
beaſts of the lande athis command , though hee paſled the 
pilgrimage of man nine hundreth yeeres, yet Noah was but 


a man : ſoancient,, ſorighteous , lomightie, ſo happie : 


Woah ſhewed himſelfe but a man , for drinking the wine 
which himſelfe had planted,he was drunken, This is Noahs 
fau)t,he was drunken with his owne wine , as Lot wasdc- 
filed with his owne daughters . If Chawmhisſonne had ta- 
ken too much;and fript himſclfe as hisfather did , the Holie 
ghoſt would ſcarce haue ſpoken of it, becauſe he was aman 

of nonete; but when the fatherforgate hitnſche and gaue 

this offence,markethe maner ofthcholic Ghoſt, asthough 
he would ſhew you a wonder : hee diſplaieth Noahs drun- 
kenneſle,as Chamdiſplaied his nakednefle: as ifhee would 
ſay , come and ſee the firengthofman , Hee which was 
counted ſo righteousz hee wich beleened therhreatning 
like Lot when the reſt mocked, heeto whome all the foules 
of the ayre,, andthe beaſtesot theearth flockedin couples 
as they came ro Ada : hee which was reſerucd to de-

Still Zaccheus is a receiver: before hee wasa receiner 
of cultome, now he isa-receiuer of Chriſt , Zaccheus regew 
ued Chriſt two waies:firſt , into his hearte when hee detired 
toſec him : and then intohis houſe when he gaue him hol. 
peoien , Many receiued Chriſtto houſe , but nor intotheyr 

catts,and therefore receiued him grudgingly;but Zaccheus 
receiued Chriſt firſt into his heart, and then into his houſe, 
and therefore receiued him joyfully . Of Zaccheus his ioy- 


| fulnes, wee muſt learne to be ioytull when we do any thing 


forthe cauſe of Chriſt : we muſt be glad to ha 1.r Chriſt * 
in his members, as Zaccheus was joyfull co harour Chrift 
himſelfe. As before in comming downe from the tree, Zac 
cheus ſhewed his obedience: ſo here in receiuing Chriſt in- 
to his houſe, he ſheweththe loue that hee bare ynto him. If 
Zaccheus had not loued Chriſt , he might haue ſenthim to 
ſome common Inne : But Zaccheus is content to receiue 
Chriſt into his owne houſe, yea, he reioyceth to haue gotten 
ſo good a guelt,like Abraham thar yſed to fitat the doore of = 
his tenr', & reioiced toentertayne ſtangersthat went by the 
way: and therefore though Zaccheus were aGentile borne, 
yet herein hee ſheweth himlelfe the childe of Abraham, be= 
cauſc he doth the works of Abraham, Iohn 8,yer(.39,So did 
Abraham,and ſg mult we doe , if we willſhew our {clues to 


'be the children of Abraham. 


When Abraham thought only to haue entertained men, 
hee receiuedthe Angels in the ſhape andlikenes of men : & 
when Zacchcus thought toenterrayne the ſonne ofman, he 
recetueth-the ſopne of God himlſelfe , Let ys therefore ( as 
the Apoſtle willeth ys Heb. 3.2.) be mindfull to cntertaine

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ſtrangers, for asmuch as thereby ſome haue receiued An- 


gels into their houſes vnawares ; and why ſhoulde not wee L 


hope to entercaine the like or better gheſtes, if we bee gen 
to hoſpitalitic, as thoſe godly fathers were?

velscametothem in the likenes of men: fo Chriſt himſelfe | 


comes tovsinthelikenes ofa poore man, of alame man, 8 
ofa blind man: and when he commeth, he cometh hyns 
pry,or thirfty,ornaked, orharborleſle , or licke, or impriſo, 
ned,and happy are they that teede, or cloath , or harbour, 
or viſite him, when he commeth thus afflicted.

ſtoode.ſo much vpon their owne righteouſneſie, and deſpis 
ſed others, therefore Chrift denounceth ſo many woes a- 
gainſt them , and preferreth the penitent Publican that tru. 
ſted inthe Lordes mercie,beforerhe proud Pharifie that rrus 
ſted in his owne merites, Though Paule wasa Phatrifie, and 
the ſonne of aPhariſie, yet he ſhameth nottoconfefle hime 
ſelfe one of the chiefe ſinners which Chriſt came to ſaue, Soe 


ifthe Phariſies that murmured at Zaccheus would haue bin 
faued, they ſhould haue confeſſed themſclues chiefe ſinners, 


as Paul did . They ſhould nor haue accuſed Chriſt for kee- 


ping company with ſinners, but they ſhoulde haue accuſed 


themſclues for not keeping company with Chriſt , The 
wt man ( faith Salomon, Prouer.

Now hath Zaccheus found that pretiouspearle, andforio

he went away very ſorrowful,for he was veryrich:;butZac-

neth notto take any daies of paiment for the matter, For as 
before he ranne apaceto ſec Chriſt,and came down haſtily 
to entertain Chriſt in his owne perſon: ſogoth he here giue 
quickly to relicue Chriſt in hisneedy members. This is 7.4c= 
chers laſt wil & teſtament, that he maketh before his death, 
and ſeeth the ſame proued and performed before his cies, If 
therefore we deſire to doany good toany of our poore bre 
thren,letys learn of Zaccheus to dent quickly, while we are 
aliue, for time will preuent vs, and death will prevent vs. I 
know there would be many that would bee willing to giue 
ſome part of their goodsto the poore before their death, as 
Zaccheus did : but that they knowe not whatneede them-

| ore foure-folde forthat they haue wrongfully gotten, 1

law to compel Zacheus romake ſuchreſticution, excepthe 
wil confeſle himlelfe to be a theefe, becauſe he was an Vſu- 
rer,and then thelaw of God requiteth ſuch reſtitution, And 


ſurely Zacchensſeemeth after a ſortto confeſle his theft, bes 


cauſe he promiſeth foure-foldreſtitutis, If a man had ſtolne 
a ſheepe, thelawof God requireth that hee ſhould reſtore 
foure "2B forone : and the auncient Romanes had this 
law, that Vſurers ſhould forfeit foure times ſomuch asthey 
rooke for vſury. Ifthe ſamelawe were nowe to vſe again} 
our theeuiſh Vluters, asit was ſometime among them, wee 
ſhould not haue ſuehcomplayning ofthe poore both in pri- 
ſonsand freetes, But if theſe great theeues (1 meane our 
biting Vſurers ) that rob and ſpoyle without ceaſing when 
they haue no neede, might finde no more fauour,than thoſe 
pertie theeues which roband ſteale ſometime , when they 
are driuen thereto by extreame neceſsitic, then ſurelie the 
Common-wealth would fone bee disburdened ofthat pes 
ftilent brood of Caterpillers wherewith it is peſtered, I wifh 


them betimesto looke torheir owne eſtate , and with Zac= 


cheus toforſaketheir damnable trade, If they haueliued hes 
therroby the gaine of vſury , let them now lament their fin,

ding , and therefore may-enterin atche narrow gate., Some 


rich men would rather haue loſt their lives , than forgone Macy 


their goods, aud for halfe that loſle would haue prooued ve- 
rie penſue: but this was the ioyfulleſt newes that euer came 
to Zaccheus houſe , ſweeter to him thanall hisgolde and fil> 
uer: that where as before, he wasin the ſtate ofdamnation , 
now ſalvation is promiſed tohim and his houſe: and wheres 
as before , he was the ſeruaunt of Sathan , now heis become -: 
the childe of Abraham ; Now Zaccheus houſe is become 
Gods houſe, and Zaccheus himſelte is the ſonne of Abras
